CAREFUL SURVEY HAS BEEN MADE 


Promise of Great Future for Rock 
River Valley , 


Tbe war departm ent of the United 
States government is engaged in deter­ 
mining the power th a t can be devel­ 
oped from Rock river. The Sterling 
Gazette states th at N. S. Brennen, 
an ex pert from the department, ar­ 
rived in th at city Monday and began 
the work of taking measurements of 
the river there, securing there val­ 
uable information for tbe government 
and for the localities along the river. 
He was engaged in testing the velocity 
of the stream, securing his measure­ 
ments on the Avenue 
G 
bridge. 
The measurement of tbe flow of water 
and depth of the river are taken from 
what is known as a water meter. This 
is an 
electrical apparatus 
which 
measures the depth of the water and 
at tbe same time the flow of tbe 
stream. 
The measurements 
are taken at 
every three feet across the river, be­ 
ginning a t the north pier of the new 
bridge and running to the south pier. 
It will probably take Mr. Brennen two 
day s to complete his work in Sterling. 
He is only testing the river at two 
places, the places being in Sterling 
and at Rockton near Rockford.
